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ABSTRACT: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a traffic light in which it is possible to 
identify any of a red lamp, yellow lamp, and blue lamp is turned on not only by 
a color vision normal person but also by a color blind person suffering from 
total colorblindness or partial colorblindness . 

SOLUTION: Each red(R) lamp, yellow(Y) lamp, and blue(B) lamp of a traffic 
light 1 is provided with a holding plate for holding a plurality of light 
emitting diodes, and each lamp R, Y, and B turning-on displays each different 
shape by the arrangement of the plurality of light emitting diodes. 
Concretely, the red lamp R displays an × shape by the turning-on of the 
plurality of light emitting diodes, the yellow lamp Y displays a Δ(delta) 
shape by the turning-on of the plural light emitting diodes, and the blue lamp 
B displays a &cir;(round) shape by the turning-on of the plurality of light 
emitting diodes. Thus, the turning-on state of the traffic light is displayed 
also by the turning-on shape in addition to the color display so that the 
turning-on state of the signal can be identified, and a license can be captured 
even by a blind person. 
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
